The building is limited in cost to twenty thousand dollars ($20,000). 
This includes all carpentry and masonry work. slate roofing, plain painting, 
heating and ventilating by hot-air fixtures, plumbing from tank service in roof, 
drainage, proper cesspools—for there are no public sewers—gas piping and 
électric wiring throughout, but does not include stacks in book-room, movable 
fixtures, or any filling for grading that must be brought in from outside, or 
architect’s commission. 

A blue-print plan of the estate, of which the library lot forms part, will 
be furnished each architect. The library lot covers only one-half acre. The 
main road lies to the west, and the center of the town to the south of the lot.

The plans, with the exception of plot plan, section, elevation, and_per- 
spective, are to be drawn to a uniform scale of one-eighth inch to the foot. 

The plot plan is to be drawn to the scale of one-sixteenth inch to the foot. 

The perspective is to show the building as it would appear to a spectator 
standing 200 feet away from the southwest corner, through which the plane of 
the picture is to pass. 

The sides of the building will make an angle of 45 degrees with the 
plane of the picture. The scale of the vertical line at the corner will be one- 
eighth of an inch to the foot. 

The horizon line to be on the level of the library floor. 

The perspective will be a line drawing only, with no shading whatever, 
or embellishment of any kind, except that the approach may be shown in outline. 
Material may be indicated by joints, courses, etc. A single figure is to be 
drawn to indicate the scale. 


Plans to be drawn in black and white, with the names and dimensions 
of rooms printed like ordinary type.on each. 

Walls and partitions to be in black. 

Elevation to have shadows cast, and to be rendered in India ink. 

Section to have walls and floors in black.
